The game by which the Nationals 
showed their superiority over the 
Yankees was a masterful exhibition 
of the national pastime. After the 
first inning, 
when

solved 
the 
offerings 
of the 
kid 
hurler, Hoyt, before the 
lad 
who 
had already won two games in the 
big event, had gotten his bearings, 
neither side was able to cross the 
plate. 
From that time on the kid blank­ 
ed his opponents 
inning by inning, 
pitching a clever game, and showing 
tho same sort of ability 
that 
won 
for him in the two games he had 
already worked in. 
On the other 
hand, Artie Nehf, McGraw’s fallen 
ace, had to redeem 
himself, 
and 
this he did in the remarkable ex­ 
hibition turned in by him. 
Hard 
luck helped him to lose on

other starts in the big series, but

Chase Knox, senator from Pennsyl­ 
vania and secretary of state under 
President Taft, died suddenly at 6:30 
o’clock last evening a ^ iis home here. 
He wag stricken with paralysis after 
descending the stairway on his way 
to the dining room for dinner and 
passed away 15 minutes later with­ 
out regaining consciousness. 
Mrs. Knox and the senator's secre­ 
tary, W. F. Martin, were near the 
senator and hurried to his aid. Dr. 
Samuel Adams was summoned imme­ 
diately, but found Mr. Knox beyond 
medical aid. 
Senator Knox returned to Wash­ 
ington Monday night from a trip to 
Europe with Mrs. Knox and attend­ 
ed the sessions of the senate Tuesday 
and Wednesday. Leaving the chamber 
about 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
the senator took an automobile ride 
through Potomac Park and stopped 
on his way home to purchase tickets 
for a theater performance last night. 
Reaching home the senator went to 
his library where he remained until 
summoned to dinner.

He sought to reach 
Washington in time to vote on the 
Panama Canal tolls repeal, but ar­ 
rived some hours after the vote had 
been taken. 
He told his assistants 
that virile he has been benefitted by 
his vacation he felt somewhat tired. 
Senator Knox was 68 years of age 
and was serving in the senate for a

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HARDING IS URGED TO INVITE WILSON. 


It has been suggested in W ashington, that Woodrow Wilson 
should be invited to attend the unknown soldier burial rites at 
Arlington Cemetery on Armistice Day. 
The idea originated, ap­ 
parently, with friends and admirers of the former President, who 
seem imbued with the conviction that it would appeal to a man 
of President Harding’s sentimentalism as a fine and gracious 
thought. They express the belief it would so appeal to the country 
at large and strengthen the firm hold Mr. Harding already has on 
the popular imagination as a statesm an of particularly “human” 
quality. 
The proposal that the stricken sage, who was commander-in- 
chief of the United States Army and Navy during the World War, 
should participate in the honors to the unidentified hero of the 
A. E. F., springs from the view that Woodrow Wilsrm, too, in a 
way, “fell in action.” 
The former President's closest admirers 
have advanced that conception of his physical collapse ever since 
its occurrence two years ago. 
The thought is expressed that President Harding, it agree­ 
able to the Arlington suggestion, m ight invite not only Woodrow 
Wilson, but William Howard Taft to join in their capacities as 
our two only living former Presidents. 


FORCED TO LET HIS CASTLE AND RENT A MODEST FLAT. 


Poverty, high taxes and the irresistible lure of American dol­ 
lars have forced Earl Spenser, who owns some of the finest castles 
and properties in Great Britain, to take up lodgings in a modest 
flat in St. James place. London, almost in the shadow of his splen­ 
did town mansion, “Spencer House,” which no longer is open to 
him for habitation. 
The reason for this is that when the higher taxes and his I 
lowered income first began to pinch Lord Spencer leased Spencer J 
House to Princess Anastasia of Greece, formerly Mrs. Leeds, and 
went to live in his splendid castle, Althorp House, ■which is re­ 
garded as one of the finest and oldest castles in Great Britain. 
But this refuge now is denied to the Earl, who announces today 
that he no longer can afford to keep up the castle and it will be 
closed immediately for an “indefinite period.” 
He tried to regain his city home, but Princess Anastasia re­ 
mained adamant in her decision to enforce the term s of the long 
period lease, although she is seldom there and the house usually is 
barricaded, with only a caretaker in charge. 
Lor 
Spencer then 
thought he could retire to a small shooting box in Norfolk, but 
found his estate manager had rented it. His only alternative was 
to take a small London flat— an exile from his own homes. 
Lord Spencer’s poverty is further accentuated by the fact 
that in Althorp House he possesses a priceless collection of pictures 
and the finest fam ily collection of gold and silver plate in Europe, 
including the famous Marlborough plate and a silver wine cistern 
weighing 2000 ounces. 
But he cannot realize a penny on the lot 
because it is entailed. 
Simultaneously another poverty plea was made by a wealthy 
peer when the Marquis of Northampton told his tenants that he 
had not received a cent of income since the armistice, either from 
his London or country estates.

I no longer carry a driver in my bag 
of clubs. 
“Do you mean to say,” one of the 
country’s .tar golfers at the recent 
St. Ix>uis Tournament, asked me, “that 
the only long driving clubs you carry 
are a brassie and a mid-iron?” 
And I answered “yes.” 
At tournaments and elsewhere, golf­ 
ers desiring to improve their game 
usually examine closely the clubs car- | 
ried by the best playes. I have of 
served that many people have been 
surprised at the scantiness of my bag, 
as compared with those earned 
by 
other players. Some of the sta" shoot­ 
ers rarry from a doen to fifteen rlubs. 
Willie Hunter, the British 
amateur 
champion carries a tremendous leath­ 
er ba^ that is almost a trunk and it is 
welMUled with clubs. 
The hard hitter from the tee in golf 
matches of importance, is about what 
the airplanist was at the front—he 
supplies 
the 
spectacular, 
and 
the 
newspaper report give much attention 
to his great wallops. It takes pa­ 
tience, control and a good deal of 
experience for a player to bear being 
out-driven from the tee, as I nearly 
always am. 
Spectators 
who

watched my game invariably notice 
that I am not very long off the tee. 
Part of the reason for this is that I 
drive with a brassie. 
Underneath this, however I play a 
game that is not at all observable to 
the watchers.

When one is a good second shot play­ 
er he causes his opponent much diffi­ 
culty by putting a picture of the ball 
close to the hole in his mind about 
the time he is ready to play his shot. 
Long ago I decided once and for 
all on the principle of accuracy in 


preferrence to distance. 
And anyone 
can drive straighter with a 
brassy: 
than he can 
with 
a 
driver. 
Only , 
against a wind is one likely to have j 
trouble, for a ball leaving a brassie 
loft fights a wind less 
successfully 
than off a straight driver face. On 
the other hand I play always for a 
ball with less roll, and a brassie-hit 
ball does not roll very’ much. 
I use the one wooden club, also be­
